Utility Extending Service to Wayland 


Launch Gas Line Project 


With approval from the state 
Public Service Commi§sion, the 
New York State Gas and Electric 
Corp. has started extending its 
gag line to provide natural gas 
sefvice to the village of Wayland 
and concurrently to the Town of 

atEsburg. 

Hrtan Eldridge, manager of 
NYSEG’s Dansville office, said 
two contractors have started in- 
stalling the six-mile natural gas 
mhirn that will link Wayland to 
NYSEG’s existing gas system in 
Dansville. 


“The project started last week at 


The/Gunlocke Co. Inc. on Route 15 
extending north and Tuesday was 
at the intersection of W. Naples 
St. at Washington St. This week 
the line is to be extended from 
that point to Wayland Central 
School and proceed along Route 
63 to Dansville. 


Eldridge said one contractor is 
installing the main line while a 
second is setting distribution 
lines,

In Meeting OSHA Mandates 


Plan Would Help 
Vol Fire Units 


‘Assemblyman Paul D. Tonko, 
chairman of the Subcommittee on 
Vglupteer Firefighters, said he 
has scheduled a series of 
stat@wide public hearings on legis- 
lation aimed at assisting local fire 
départments in meeting federal 
safety standards. 

‘Assemblyan Tonko said the 
seven hearings in particular 
would seek comment from volun- 
teer +firefighters on a bill that 
woulé aid fire companies in com- 
plying with federal Office of 
Sefety and Health Administration 
(OSHA) requirements. 

{Ugder terms of the legislation, 
sponsored by Tonko, state grants 
would be made to assist any paid 
or, volunteer fire department or 
company or fire district in buying 
protective clothing and respira- 
tory devices for its members. 

Jhe New York State Office of 
Fire Prevention and Control 
wOuld administer the program 
and determine eligibility, based 
orf ffhancial need, by considering 
faetors such as annual budgets, 
maximum spending limits, tax 
base and the need for safety e- 
quipment. 

Grants would begin at 100 per- 
cent for personal protective gear, 
while aid would be awarded on a 
sliding scale, beginning at 75 per- 
cent, for respiratory devices. Each 

nt, company or fire dis- 
trict could receive help in buying 
réppiratory equipment fo up to 20 
percent of its membership. 
Rétroactive provisions would al- 
low grants for purchases made af- 
ter June 1, 1984. ;

with the OSHA standards on a 
déy-to-day basis,” Assemblyman 
Tenko said. “The testimony the 
subcommittee recieves on this 
legislation will be taken into con- 
sideration during the next Legis- 


lative Session and will be reflected 
i 'hanges that may be made 
in{the bill,” he added. 

*Compliance with OSHA stan- 
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dards has caused a financial bur- 
den to some areas of the fire ser- 
vice. While the New York State 
Legislature has approved legisla- 
tion in the past for reimburse- 
ment to the fire service, ul- 
timately the legislation has been 
vetoed. This grant program, I 
believe, is an alternative to 
previous legislation and addresses 
the fiscal concerns,” he explained. 
Among questions the hearings 
will consider, Assemblyman 
Tonko said, are the cost to fire 
departments, companies and dis- 
tricts in meeting the OSHA re- 
quirements ad whether financial 
need and other factors would be 
considered in the grant program.

Intern Program 


Assemblyman Donald R. David- 
sen announces an opportunity for 
college juniors, seniors and 
graduate students to apply for 160 
fulltime internships, sponsored by 
the Assembly. 

The semester-long program 
begins in January with a week of 
orientation to state government 
and the legislative process. In ad- 
dition to attending regular classes 
at the Assembly, session interns 
work directly with Assembly 
members. 

Interns receive a semester of 
credit from their college and a 
$1,500 stipend from the Assembly. 
Juniors and seniors with at least 
C-plus averages from all majors 
may apply. 

Applicants for the Session In- 
tern Program must be 
matriculated in a college degree 
program and must be state 
residents or attend a college in the 
state. Students attending out-of- 
state colleges are eligible for the 
program, but only if the college 
endorses the student’s participa- 
tion.

— Senior Complex 


A target date of Dec. 7 has been 
scheduled for completion of the 
new income senior housing 
project started earlier this month 
on Lincoln Street, site of the for- 
mer Wayland High School. 

The) $695,000 project is being 
constructed jointly by Two Plus 
Four Construction Co. Inc. of 


Syracuse in partnership with 
Steuben Livingston Agriculture 
Project (SLAP). 


The contractor is the developer 
of Southview Apartments, a hous- 
ing complex east of the village and 
will take over management of the 
lastest development after it is 
completed. David R. Bacon is 
president of Two Plus Four. 

Project financing was obtained 
by SEAP through Farmers Home 
Administration which provided 
$660,250 in a low interest loan. 

Plus Four became a 
parti in the project after con- 
tribufing $34,750. Tom Carey, 
SLAP director, said his organiza- 
tion ig providing the land valued 
at $28,000 and with in-kind ser- 
vices Valued at $14,000. 

An) operating subsidy of 
$188,200 was awarded SLAP by 
the state Housing and Community 
Renewal Commission to be used 
for rental assistance during the 
first five years of the program 
making housing affordable for the 
low income elderly. 

Renters will pay up to 30 per- 
cent of their monthly income 
toward the cost of their 
apartments with the balance sub- 
sidized from the state funding.
